Japanese Case 
Against France 

Authoritative Statement Publish 
ed In Paris Outlines the 
Claims. 

Various Acts of Assistance to 
Rojestvensky's Fleet 
Specified. 



From Our Own Correspondent. 

Paris, May 10.— {0:05 p. in.) — In the 
course of an apparently authoritative 
statement published here today of the 
Japanese case against Prance, a sum- 
mary is given of various acts of assist- 
ance' rendered the vessels of the Russian 
second Pacific squadron at Cherbourg, 
Daker, Algiers, Jibutil, Magunga. Nqs- 
sibe, Kamnmh bay, Port Dayot and 
-Hon Kobe bay. The conclusions of the 
Japanese government ere stated to be us 
follows: 

1 — Without questioning the good 
fnith of France, Japan holds that the 
French orders to observe neutrality have 
not been sufficiently executed. 

2 — .Prance should have taken sufficient 
measures beforehand to prevent viola- 
tions of neutrality, instead of securing 
the observance of neutrality after Jap- 
an's remonstrance. 

;j — in default of sufficient surveillance, 
Yiee-Admira! Rojestvensky has boon 
greatly facilitated in the accomplishment 
of his mission and in gaining access to 
Chinese waters. Consequently it was 
for the ends of warfare that Yice-Ad- 
miral Rojestvensky utilized on successive 
occasions French waters both for an- 
choring and revict nailing and awaiting 
the arrival of reinforcements. 

The foregoing is said to he substan- 
tially Japan's position both as to the 
past' and ns to the, b.isis of any future 
claims arising from the alleged breaches 
of neutrality.

RAILWAY MEN'S SURPRISE. 

Secretary Taft Gives Banqueters Some 
Plain Talk. 

Washington, May 10.— Secretary Taft 
fairly took the breath of the 300 railway 
men, members of the International con- 
gress dining tonight as the guests of the 
American Hallway Association, when 
he emphatically declared that railway 
rate legislation must come, so that it 
the railway men of the country were 
wise, thev would uld and not hinder it; 
that the sentiment of the country is 
.such that failure of proper regulation 
would warrant a campaign cm the sub- 
ject, that would do no g 1 to the rail- 
ways. Absolute silence reigned as Sec- 
retary Taft spoke his mind on the sub- 
ject of rates. He was positively against, 
government, he said, believing that 
nothing so deleterious could come to 
the question. "But," he continued, 
"you cannot run railroads as you 
rim a private business. You must 
respond to the public demand. You 
there is danger of discrimination, then 
you must allow the establishment of 
some tribunal that will remedy that dis- 
crimination." lie saw no reason why 
a tribunal properly constituted should 
not be competent in every sense of the 
word to tlx a maximum rate. 

Combats Mr. Taft. 
President Fish, of the American Rail- 
way Association, had Introduced Sec- 
retary Taft in Ids capacity as toaat- 
master. Mr. Fish was on his feet n« 
soon as the secretary had concluded. 
He answered the secretary at length, 
taking the view that the law to prevent 
discrimination, double dealing and sec- 
ret rates was right, and he vigorously 
called for the enforcement of the law. 
Mr. Fish talked of t'he vested rights of 
the money tied up in railways. 

Secretary Taft replied to Mr. Fish, 
making him more positive as to his po- 
sition. "The law now Is," continued 
Secretnry Taft. "as decided by the su- 
preme court of the United States, that 
first tL commission and then 

The Courts May Decide 
whether a particular rate Is reasonable 
or unreasonable. Now, In fixing that 
one has got to tlx what is a, maximum 
rate. As I understand it. what is pro- 
posed Is only that in litigated cases a 
commission shall be constituted that 
shall tlx a maximum rate. In other 
words, to go through the same process 
as now goes through to determine what 
Is a reasonable rati!. What I am 
strongly In favor of, though, is that we 
shall have a body that shall deckle 
things nml that shall fix things and that

ST. PETERSBURG, May 11.— 
According to private advices 
from Zhitomir, tlio fruits of the 
anti-Jewish riots there are sixteen 
dead and over a hundred wounded, most- 
ly .Tews. Martial law was proclaimed 
at Zhitomir today. The city is tilled with 
troops and order generally is restored, 
though individual cases of violence arc 
still occurring and a renewal of rioting 
is feared Saturday evening and Sunday 
next. Stores which have been barricad- 
ed in fear of tumults are gradually re- 
opening and ordinary life in the city is 
resuming. 

The same private advices bring news 
of a further anti-Semitic outbreak in 
Gostyniu, In the province of Warsaw, In 
which many Jews were injured and 
houses pillaged. No fatalities, however, 
are reported, but Jewish circles here fear 
further developments not only in Zhito- 
mir and Gostynin, but also in other lo- 
calities along the Polish frontier, where 
the Jewish element is numerous and the 
anti-Semitic sentiment is strong. 

Official Account of Riots 

The official account of the Zhitomir 
tumult assigns the origin of the rioting 
to ah encounter between a party of 
Jews who were boat riding and some 
roughs on the bank of the river. The 
latter stoned the Jews, who defended 
themselves with revolvers, wounding sev- 
eral of the attacking parly, but not ser- 
iously. -Reports of the encounter quickly 
spread, arousing the Christian populace 
to frency. The Jews also banded togeth- 
er for mutual protection, and though ■> 
general encounter was prevented by the 
troops, several minor riots occurred, in 
one of which a Jewish boy was killed 
and several other persons were wounded. 
Pitched Battlo Results 

The disorder culminated on May 7 in 
a pitched battle between Jews and Chris- 
tians in the public square In the ventre 
of the city. Simultaneously there were 
collisions in several of the suburbs. The 
principal bloodshed occurred this day 
and the rioting assumed apparently an 
organized character. Finally the military, 
of which there. were three regiments sta- 
tioned in the town, intervened and dis- 
persed the crowds. Numerous arrests 
were made, including forty Christians. 
Houses and Stores Plundered 

Mav 8 saw no renewal of fighting on a 
grand' scale, but instead the rabble, div- 
iding into small parties, plundered stores 
and houses where they could evade the 
military, and committed several murders. 
Tuesday and Wednesday the events were 
comparatively unimportant, though plun- 
dering and outrages occurred. The regu- 
lar garrison of three infantry regiments 
has been augmented by a battery of artil- 
lery and a detachment of dragoons, 

MASSACRES ZHITOMIR. 

Disorders Were Participated in Mostly 
by Roughs. 

Kieff, May 10. — Reports of the nnti- 
.Tewish disorders at Zhitomir, which were 
chiefly confined to May 7, though begin- 
ning the preceding day and continuing 
in form through May S. indicate that 
thev were participated in chiefly by 
roughs. The Associated Press is Inform- 
ed that the number of dr-ml is eighteen, 
of whom thirteen were Jews, and three 
students. According to reports received 
at Kieff, Zhitomir has now been pacified, 
martial law has been declared, and 
a proclamation of the governor of Vol- 
liynia province lias been published, warn- 
ing citizens that any further exhibitions 
of disorder will be relentlessly put down. 
Reports that Jews wen- being massacred 
caused sreat excitement throughout the 
country districts. Many farmers from 
surrounding villages came to Zhitomir 
mi May S. nttracted by reports of .Tew 
baiting' and minor disorders and pillag- 
ing occurred at Troyanoff. 1o miles dis- 
tant. Reports received here attribute 
tin- beginning of the disorder to tin- mur- 
•r of Chief ->f Police Kugaroff, but de- 
arcs Hint that crime was due to nor- 
mal reasons and not connected with 
ice hatred.

STRIKERS' SIEGE BROKEN. 

Desoerate Tactics of Dissatisfied French 
Workmen Defeated by Gendarmes. 

Limou'ns, France. May 10.— The prop- 
rietor of the shoe factory who has been 
imprisoned in his factovv here with his 
family, including four children, for sev- 
eral days by strikers, v.is released to- 
day by a large force of gendarmes, who 
arrested a number of the strikers. The 
family was escorted -outside the town. 
The strikers had placed beams across the 
doors and permitted only small supplies 
of rations to lie passed into the building, 
and thev threatened to burn the factory 
unless their demands wore met. 



Chicago, May 10. — A committee of la- 
tor men appointed to call upon President 
Roosevelt and ledge with him a protest 
against the employment of federal troops 
during the present teamsters' strike was 
granted an audience late tonight. The, 
committee consisted of President Shea, I 
of the International Brotherhood of 
Teamsters; Charles Dold, president of 
the Chicago Federation of Labor: S. 
Quiua, a member of the Canvassers' Un- 
ion; and T. Riekert, president of the 
Garment Workers' International Union. 
The members of the committee, Presi- 
dent Roosevelt and Secretary Ixieb were 
the only persons at the conference. 

The following account of what passed 
in the room was given by Secretary 
Loch: After presenting the protest to 
the President. Mr. Shea, acting as 
spokesman, said: "We are here to pres- 
ent to you a statement, stating our posi- 
tion in the controversy between the em- 
ployers' association and the teamsters' 
association. We have understood that 
they asked >'our aid in bringing troops to 
Chicago. We want to present our peti- 
tion to you. It will take about ten min- 
utes; perhaps wo had belter leave it with 
you." The President said he would read 
it at once, and after doing so said: "I 
have read the petition you have present-, 
ed to me. the conclusion of which is a 
request for a hearing before any action 
be taken by the federal government re- 
lating to the 

Chicago Strike Situation 
As yet no suggestion of any kind has 
come to me from any source that I 
should take any action. Of the merits 
of the case I am wholly ignorant. I 
have no knowledge of what the situation 
is or of what steps should properly be 
taken to end it. 1 feel, however, that in 
view of one statement or series of state- 
ments in your letter, I ought to say this:

llarrisburg, Pa., May 11. — An express 
train ou the Pennsylvania railway ran 
into a freight train in which were two 
cars loaded with dynamite tit 1:10 this 
morning in South Hurrisburg, near the 
plant of the Pasta ng Light, Heat and 
Tower Co. 

Three explosions that broke windows 
all over the city followed and the two 
trains wore completely wrecked and took 
'lire. It was estimated at . - S o'clock that 
50 persons were killed and 1(H) injured, 
but these figures may be too small. It 
is impossible to obtain the exact number 
of fatalities because the wreckage is still 
ablaze and unapproachable in which 
many of the passengers and some mem- 
bers of the train crews aTe pinned. 
When tin lirst explosions occurred, bod- 
ies were thrown clear out of the berths 
in the sleeping cars, many landing down 
the railroad embankment and some even 
having been hurled into the Snsen;uehaTi- 
n.i river, which parallels the railroad in 
that city. All of the city physicians pro- 
curable were summoned to work with 
the injured.

Important Church Parliament to 
Open at Wesley Church 
Vancouver Today. 



: The ministerial session of the It. C. 
confe rence will convene in Wesley 
cimreh. Vancouver, at 2:30 p. ni. today. 
It is h old in advance of the annual con- 
ference. There will be a ministerial ses- 
sion for the transaction of business in 
connection with the ministerial office. 

The chief work of the ministerial ses- 
sion is to examine the character and 
qualifications of all ministers and proba- 
tioners for the ministry belonging to the 
conference. They have authority to 
elect into full connection and order any 
probationer within the bounds of tho 
conference who has completed Ids proba- 
tion and fulfilled all disciplinary require- 
ments. 

It also reviews the standing of proba- 
tioners and it has power to correct the 
standing of probationers, especially in 
their studies, durinc the entire term of 
their probation.

Rev. E. A. Staplcford is transferred 
from the Hamilton conference, and Rev. 
A. Henderson comes from Manitoba con- 
ference. 

I Prominent officials of the church will 
also be in attendance, showing that mat- 
ters of great importance will come before 
tho conference. 

Rev. Albert Carman. P. D.. of Tor- 
onto, the general superintendent of the 
Methodist church, and Rev. Alex. Suth- 
erland, D. D., of Toronto, the general 
secretary of missions, are each slated for 
important meetings. 

Victoria district will only send up one 
candidate for the ministry, Mr. .T. Wes- 
ley Miller, 15. A., who has done success- 
ful work during the year at Salt Spring 
Island mission. 

Great prosperity has characterized tho 
-work of the church durirg the year, and 
the number of delegates will go beyond 
high water mark. The conference will 
be a record one in point of attendance 
and interest. .The familiar Question:,

RANCHERS AS SHIPMASTERS. 

Service Guild Protests Against Issu- 
ance of Towboat Tickets. 

Complaint is made by the Merchants' 
Service Guild, tho organization of ship- 
masters recently perfected in this city, 
of the issuance to ranchers who aro the 
owners of launches, sloops, and other 
similar small craft, of masters' certifi- 
cates, which it is claimed may constitute 
a menace to public, safety. In the last 
issue of the. Guild Gazette, the associa- 
tion's official organ, special attention is 
given to the case of one "Captain" Al- 
bert Berquist, who, it is stated, has late- 
ly presented to Capt. James Gaudiu, 
agent of the department of marine, a re- 
quest for the issuance to him of a certifi- 
cate of competency as master of a tow- 
boat, appending as evidence of qualifica- 
tion tl.e following declaration obtained 
by the applicant from II. M.'s customs 
here: 

"To whom it may concern: 

"This certifies' that Albert Berquist 
was the registered owner Of the steamer 
Bute of Victoria, B. ('. .'! tons, register- 
ed official number 111,785, and that to 
my knowledge Capt. Berquist was in 
command from 1001 to 1003, clearing nt 
the customs ut this port, also that ('apt. 
Berquist is the registered owner or the 
steamer Bute, gross tonnage 48.30 and 
not 2(i tons, official number llti.-107 tons, 
dated April 11, 1904, clearing on coasting 
voyages from this port, and that Hie ves- 
sel was under the command of Capt. 
Berquist, tho owner.

Upon this palpable | 
infraction of the law Berquist builds his j 
claim for a' ticket, and ("apt. Gaudin 
Biiys that tins Evidence :t. nb-lits its siiill- 1 
dent to entitle the applicant to n ticket 
of the class for which he is applying. If | 
this be so the towboat ticket is a menace i 
to navigation and should be abolished, i 
When a vessel of the Princess Victoria 
type has to endanger the lives of its pas- 
sengers in an endeavor to steer clear of 
ranchers who can obtain a certificate of 
competency as master upon the payment 
of a small fee. it is time to call a halt. 
The profession will i:ndoub:edly feel com- 
plimented (?) in knowing that the vessel 
was under the command of "Captain" 
Berquist (a rancher), and that he cleared 
on coasting voyages long before he over 
thought of applying for a ticket. In con- 
nection with this matter, it is only fair 
to state that the present collector of eu«- 
toms is in nowise to blame for the act 
of his predecessor, while the certificate 
signed by Mr. Roberts, although used as 
an evidence of qualification, cites but 
facts which he could hardly refuse to 
give. Its merit lies in the fact that it 
is an official confession of a loose and 
dangerous system that has hitherto pre- 
vailed with regard to the clearance of 
vessels and the issuance of certificates of 
competency. It is perhaps needless to 
say that the Guild has brought the mat- 
ter to the attention of the authorities at 
Ottawa." 

Continuing, the Guild organ says: "It 
would seem that the discretion given to 
officials of the government to issue per- 
mits to unqualified persons to act tem- 
porarily as navigators and us engineers 
has been flagrantly abused. Such dis- 
crctioii could only have been intended to 
be exercised in urgent cases where certi- 
Ii( nted men were not immediately obtain- 
able, otherwise the issuance of certifi- 
cates would be a fan e. It appears, par- | 

ticularly in the case of marin igineers, 

that permit.-; have been issued in large 
numbers, ami at places where there ex- 
isted no dearth of duly qualified men. In 
i lie interest of public safety as well as 
in justice to those who legally qualify 
for such positions and pity the required 
fees this pernicious practice must be put 
a stop to. In an insane and ungodly 
scramble for wealthy scoundrelly manu- 
facturers have not hesitated to conceal 
bars of iron in cork life preservers (?) — 
old scrap iron being cheaper per pound 
than cork, and human life of less regard 
in their estimation than handsome divi- 
dends. In like manner neither does the 
unprincipled shipowner hesitate to en-

Consider Health 
Of the Schools 



Trustees Urge That Dr. Robert 
son Be Appointed us "vieul 
cal Inspector. 







Favor Health Officer Confining 
His Duties Entirely to City 
Work. 



At a protracted meeting- of the Board 
of School Trustees held yesterday even- 
ing, a considerable quantity of more 
than usually Interesting business was 
transacted, chief amongst which was 
the reaching of a decision to request 
the City Council and the local Board 
of Health to appoint Dr. Robertson 
medical Inspector of the public schools 
at a salary commensurate with his in- 
creased responsibilities as medical 
health officer of the city. On this mat- 
ter the newly elected member of the 
board, Dr. Ernest Hall, pointed out in 
a very Interesting brief address the Im- 
portance of proper medical inspection 
of the pupils and the desirability of 
the teachers receiving primary instruc- 
tion so that they may be In a position 
to note any physical weaknesses mani- 
fested by pupils when they presented 
themselves for attendance. Other mat- 
ters of Interest which were dealt with 
were the reaching of a decision to limit 
the 24th of May holidays to the ufter- 
noons of the 25th and 2Gth besides the 
statutory holfdav the determination to 
Improve the High and Central school 
grounds at an estimated expenditure of 
$(iu0, and the report of a special com- 
mittee acquainting the board with the 
fact that the department of militia had 
authorized the Issuance of one hundred 
short Snider rifles for the use of the 
cadet corps. 

Previous to the taking up of the 
regular business, Chairman Boggs, In a 
few appropriate sentences, welcomed 
the new member, Dr. Ernest Hall, the 
other trustees endorsing the kind senti- 
ments thus expressed. 

Rev. Madison Wright asked for the 
use of Odd Fellows' hall. Spring Ridge, 
for the period of one month to conduct 
religious services. 

After some debate, It was decided 
that the request could not be granted. 

A. R. Sherk, secretary of the Fern- 
wood Municipal Association, forwarded 
a resolution complaining of lack of ac- 
commodation for the school children In 
that district. This was tabled. 

The principal of the North Ward 
school reported that the celling was 
unsafe and should be repaired at once. 
Referred to building committee with 
power to act. 

Hon. Senator Templeman, respecting 
the suggestion that the rifles of the 
cadet corps should be shortened, said 
he had referred the matter to the 
militia department, and that one hun- 
dred Snider carbines had been forward- 
ed to the D. O. C. from whom the same 
could be obtained. . 

The thanks of the board will be ten- 
dered the senator for the kind interest 
he had displayed In the matter. 

The principal of the .Spring Ridge 
school complained that the class room 
required ventilation, Referred to the 
building committee with power to act. 

Accounts for the month, aggregating 
$989.92. were presented and ordered 
paid 

The buildings and grounds commit- 
tee recommended the adoption of a 
plan for the grading and drainage of 
the High and Central school grounds 
at an estimated cost of $G00, the work 
to be done by day labor under tho fore- 
mnnship of Mr. Manton. 

Trustee Mowat feared that the 
finances of the board would not war- 
rant any such expenditure at the pres- 
ent time. 

Trustee Jay said the grounds were 
In a disgraceful condition and It was 
necessary that something should be 
done towards improving them at once, j 

The report was finally adopted. j 

The same committee also recom- 
mended that a sewerage system be put 
in at the Kingston street school, at an 
estimated cost of ?3S0. Laid over until 
the next meeting. 

Regarding the medical Inspection of 
schools the special committee recom- • 
mended that the schools be inspected 
by a medical man once a month, or aa 
often as required, presenting in this 
connection the following letter from Dr. ;

attending the Vancouver schools It was 
found that 550 had defective eyesight. 

Trustee Jay favored referring the 
matter to the City Council, who de- 
fines the duties of the health officer 
and who would, If considered advisable, 
make the necessary amendments to the 
bylaw. 

Trustee Mowat Kiitrgested that the 
schools should be Inspected at once, and 
at frequent periods until such time as 
a fixed policy was decided upon. 

Trustee Hall thought It unfortunate 
that Victoria was not situated as was 
Vancouver respecting the health olllcer, 
who was paid a salary sufficient to 
allow him to devote his whole time to 
the work of health officer. Dr. Robert- 
son was an excellently qualified man, 
and it was time that Victoria should 
have an ofllcer who would give his 
Whole time to the work. The health 
ofllcer could not make the proper ex- 
amination of the large number of 
pupils for the sum of $50 per month. 
He fully endorsed what the board had 
done In the matter of agitating for the 
medical Inspection of the schools. He 
recommended that an examination be 
made of the eyes, ears and throats of 
all the children: In fact, no child should 
be permitted to attend school without 
first undergoing a medical examination. 
During times of epidemic inspection of 
the schools should be made each week, 
or oftener If necessary. The teachers 
should attend the lecture to be given 
by Dr. Robertson on Friday evening. 
AH teachers should have Instruction so 
as to make the Initial Inspection of a 
child by the use of the clinical ther- 
mometer. 

The chairman agreed that something 
should be done at once In regard to 
temporary inspection. 

Trustee Huggett said It was regret- 
table that the hoard had underesti- 
mated lis expenditures when making its 
appropriations for the current year. 
Now the hoard was in the humiliating 
position of not being able to make the 
appointment. He agreed that Dr. Rob- 
ertson should be given the position, 
whom he knew was eminently quali- 
fied to fill. 

Trustee Mowat urs.-od that It he Impress- 
ed on (he council how urgent was the 
necessity for the Immediate Inspection of 
the schools. No time was to he lost In a 
matter concornlni; tho licnlth of the school 
children. 

Finally the following resolution was 
moved by Trustee Iluggett and seconded by 
Dr. H.ill and carried unlmously: 

"Resolved, that Inasmuch as there Is a ; 
necessity for a more thorough medical in- 
spect Ion of the public schools, that tho 
school board request tho hoard of health 
to appoint Dr. Robertson to the position 
with ii n Increase of salary commensurate 
with his increased responsibility, his duties 
to commence as soon as possible." 

A committee consisting of Trustees Tfnll. 
Mrs. .Tonkins. Messrs. Jay and ITnireott 
were appointed to wait on the board of 
health n I the meeting to hi' held this cvon- 
nnd present the resolution ami urge Its 
ndoptlon.

school should prove self-supporting. Very 
many young people who were forced to 
leave school to take up some employment 
would no doubt be glad to take advantage j 
"f Huch an opportunity to Improve their 
education, This was a move In the direc- 
tion of securing ultimately the establish- 
ment »f a technical Institute. | 

Trustee Mowal gave notice that at the 
nexl meeting of the hoard he would move 
Mint the bylaw be amended so as to pro- 
vide that hereafter no primary classes 
shall he established after the Faster noil- 
days. 

Trustee Hall was appointed to the vacant 
position on the buildings and grounds com-

NEWS OF EUROPE. 

Berlin, May 6. — The mission of Prince' 
Frederick Leopold of Prussia in the Far 
Fust appears for the present at least 
to have come to an end. It was Intend- ! 
ed that His Royal Highness should 
make his way itnough Chinese territory 
to the Russian lines, and should be 
specially attached to the Russian head- 
quarters, as a kind of a counterpose to 
Prince Charles Anthony of Hohenzol- 
lern, who is with the Japanese. Hut 
the prosecution of Prince Frederick 
Leopold's Journey has become Impossi- 
ble in view of what a semi-official or- 
gan quaintly describes as the "displace- 
ment if the belligerent forces on hind 
and sea." The Prince might doubtless 
apply for a pass through the Japanese 
lines, but It Is not regarded as probable 
that the German government wdll have 
recourse to this expedient. In the 
meantime, Prince Frederick Leopold, in 
order to fill up his time, will, It is stated, 
pay a visit of Inspection to the station 
leased by Germany from China at Kiao- 
Chou. 

London, May fi. — The standing com- 
mittee on law which has under consid- 
eration the trades union and trades dis- 
pute bill, voted this week to legalize 
picketing by an unlimited number of 
persons In the following terms: 

"It shall be lawful for any person or 
persons acting either on their own he- 
half or on behalf of trade union or 
other association of Individuals regis- 
tered or unregistered In contemplation 
of or during the continuance of any 
trade dispute, to attend for tiny of the 
following purposes at or near a house 
or place where a person resides or 
works or carries on his business or hap- 
pens to be, first, for tho purpose of 
peacefully obtaining or communicating 
information; second, for the purpose of 
peacefully persuading any person to 
work or abstain from working."

A SUGGESTION TO UNITE. 

The News- Advertiser, the remarks or 
which appear elsewhere, in view- or the 
holding of the Dominion exhibition :it 
New Westminster and the Lewis and 
■Clark exposition at Portland, advocates 
the co-operation of the three Tourist As- 
sociations of the Coast in order that 
there may ho harmony and commonness 
of effort. There is much in the sugges- 
tion worthy of consideration. It may be 
taken for granted that nine-tenths of 
those who go to the Dominion exhibi- 
tion from Portland will come to Vic- 
toria, and the literature distributed nt 
the Lewis and Clark fair might well 
represent the combined efforts of all 
three associations, in one booklet, or 
whatever advertising literature is dis- 
tributed, thereby affecting an important 
•economy in printing and distribution. 
•Union for that purpose, however, would 
necessarily imply a common manage- 
ment, and we fear that when it came 
to the agreement upon a manager trouble 
■would arise. If that can he satisfactor- 
ily arranged, we see no reason why the 
suggestion should not .be carried into ef- 
fect. In fact, in the matter oi' attract- 
ing tourists to tho Province at any time, 
there is no reason why co-operation be- 
tween tho Coast cities in a greater de- 
gree should not exist. There are per- 
sons in all of them who deem it to be 
their duty to decry all the others. De- 
liberate misrepresentations are often 
made for the purpose of preventing visi- 
tors from visiting one point or the other, 
and they often succeed. If the same 
•amount of energy were spent in pulling 
together for mutual benefit all would be 
benefitted in a much greater degree in 
the end. Why should any person, who 
•conies to Victoria in order to see the 
Coast or enjoy a holiday, be advised 
against seeing the Mainland'.' Why 
should he not rather be encouraged to 
do so, provided always a similar spirit 
were manifested in Vancouver and New 
Westminster towards Victoria. How- 
ever, unless the News-Advertiser's sug- 
gestion is taken up in perfect good fajth 
by all parties in a sincere effort to assist 
each other, it is better to work as we 
•are. This city can afford to act inde- 
pendently, in view of the many attrac- 
tions to offer and the literature always 
prepared for the season's work. On the 
other hand, it has much to gain by co- 
operation with the Mainland on a basis 
fair to each community affected; and we 
strongly advise the local Tourist Asso- 
ciation carefully considering any pro- 
posal in that direction Which may come 
from either Vancouver or New Westmin- 
ster. 



THE RULE OF THE ROAD. 

We have been asked to explain the 
rules governing vehicular tratllc on the 
public highways. Our correspondent 
wants to know what rights the auto- 
mobile lias over the ordinary vehicle, 
and If a bicycle has any rights which 
the others are bound to respect. Owing 
to the introduction of the automobile 
as a common means of conveyance, tho 
enquiry Is rather timely. Most people 
are familiar with the custom followed 
in British Columbia, but not many 
know the law on the subject, or would 
be quite sure of their rights in a par- 
ticular case. If then- was no law cus- 
tom would rule. Fortunately, however, 
there are statutes made and provided. 

In case "a person traveling or being 
upon a highway in charge of a vehicle 
drawn by one or more horses, or one 
or more animals, meets another vehicle 
drawn as aforesaid, he shall turn out 
to tho left from the centre of the road, 
allowing to the vehicle so met one-half 
of the road." 

It will he observed that the foregoing 
only applies to vehicles drawn by 
horses and there is no similar statutory 
provision with respect to automobiles 
or bicycles in British Columbia, al- 
though there was an Act passed lost 
year regulating; the speed of automo- 
biles and bow they should be run. It 
is to be assumed that, until the law Is 
amended, bringingxihem under the pro- 
visions of the "Highway Tratllc Regu- 
lation Act," custom must rule in 
regard to bicycles and motor vehicles 
of till kinds. We cannot lay our hands 
upon the ruling at the present time, but 
we are quite sure that it has been defi- 
nitely decided that a bicycle is a 
vehicle and entitled to equal considera- 
tion on the road with other vehicles, 
and there can be no question as to 
automobiles. It Is unfortunate, how- 
ever, that the law governing traffic on 
the highways is specifically limited, as 
to passing, to vehicles drawn by horses. 

The clauses of the Act quoted from, 
referring to turning out, read as fol- 
lows, and the exact Interpretation is 
somewhat uncertain as applied to 
vehicles propelled mechanically. The 
second of the two Is sufficiently general 
In its scope to include vehicles of any 
character, but not the first, as it Is 
limited by the words "as aforesaid," 
which refers to vehicles drawn by 
horses : 

"In cose a person traveling or being 
upon a highway In charge of a vehicle 
as aforesaid, or on horseback, is over- 
taken by any vehicle or horseman 
traveling at a greater speed, the person 
so overtaken shall quietly turn out to 
the left and allow the said vehicle or 
horseman to pass. 

"In case a person traveling upon n 
highway in charge of a vehicle or upon. 



horseback shall overtake any vehicle or 
horseman, it shall be the duty of such 
person to turn out to the right, and If 
he finds it impracticable to turn out as 
aforesaid, he shall so regulate the speed 
of his vehicle or horse as to allow the 
overtaken vehicle or horseman to pre- 
cede him to some point on the highway 
where such turning out to the right 
and a passing can safely be effected." 

The eluuae following these provides 
that If It Is impracticable for a vehicle 
to turn to the left, for any reason, it 
must be stopped while the other passes. 
If necessary for the safety of the other 
vehicle, and If required so to do, the 
driver shall assist the person in charge 
to pass without damage. 

In the case of motor vehicles a spe- 
cial set of rules has been incorporated 
in the Act of last session, with which 
It would be well for owners of auto- 
mobiles to make themselves familiar. 
In addition to acquiring a license, the 
vehicles are required to be equipped 
with alarm bells and lamps. They are 
not permitted to go at a faster rate of 
speed within an incorporated village, 
town or city than ten miles an hour, 
or upon public highways outside of cor- 
porate limits .at a greater speed than 
fifteen miles per hour. Racing Is abso- 
lutely prohibited. Precautions, too, 
have to be taken against the frighten- 
ing of horses. When horses appear 
frightened the motoneer shall reduce 
his speed, and, If reauested, "shall not 
proceed further towards such animal 
unless such movement be necessary to 
avoid accident or injury, or until such 
animal appears to be under the con- 
trol of its rider or driver." At the cross- 
ing of intersecting ways or in crossing 
bridges the speed must be reasonable 
and proper, "having regard to the trnfflc 
or use of the intersecting ways or 
bridge." 

IRON. 

The possibilities of the development 
of our Iron deposits are having more 
than the usual share of attention paid 
to them, as a result of what Is being 
chronicled in the news columns of the 
local press. We are informed that a 
number of hematite claims in the vi- 
cinity of Quatslno Sound have been, or 
are about to bo, disposed of to Ameri- 
can capitalists, and that there are pros- 
pects of blast furnaces being estab- 
lished somewhere on the Island of Van- 
couver. Of course, in discussing a sub- 
ject of this nature, the public are very 
apt to be misled by statements of per- 
sons whose optimism is greater than 
their practical experience; or, on the 
other hand, to accept cum grano salis 
some of the calculations expressed In 
millions with which they are by this 
time more or less familiar. The de- 
velopment of the Iron industry on this 
Coast is attended with peculiar diffi- 
culties and much has to be determined 
yet by actual demonstration before we 
can predict with any certainty about 
the future. The advisability of waiting 
before becoming too sanguine Is shown 
by much precious experience, in which 
we find the wrecks of numerous antici- 
pations and beautiful air castles. The 
fact that practical men are investigat- 
ing and becoming interested In our iron 
resources is in itself the most hopeful 
Indication to the average citizen whose 
knowledge of tho economics of the in- 
dustry Is necessarily limited. The na- 
tural conditions are favorable for pre- 
dicating ultimate success and there Is 
good reason to believe that there are 
large bodies of iron ore out of which 
to form reserves. It is, however, too 
common a thing to exaggerate the Im- 
portance of surface Indications and in 
deceiving ourselves deceive others. 
There is a converse side of the fable 
in which the folly of crying "wolf" is 
the moral involved. We make these 
observations in view of tho tendency 
to jump to conclusions upon Insufficient 
evidence or too highly colored state- 
ments. 

Following upon the statement re- 
specting the sale of Quatsino proper- 
ties, comes the news of the result of 
investigations Into the subject of tho 
smelting of iron ores and the making 
of steel by the electro- thermic process. 
The latter is represented to have been 
very successful in the treatment of 
hematite ore. Owing to the prevalence 
of magnetite In the easly accessible 
iron deposits In British Columbia, it Is 
of Interest to know that its treatment 
by the new process Is yet problematical. 
Dr. Hannel declares his confident belief 
in the probability of success and a 
testing plant will be erected at Ottawa 
for the treatment of magnetite. If the 
.system proves adaptable in every re- 
spect, it will mean much for this Prov- 
ince, and its Introduction hero will be 
warmly welcomed. As a factor of in- 
dustrial development there Is nothing 
like Iron, and while our possibilities in 
respect to it are yet undetermined, 
there is every reason to believe that 
they are great.

FOOD AND CONSUMPTION. 

London Post. 

What are the kinds of food which 
predispose to phthisis and which are 
they that tend to ward it off? There 
are probably few authorities who would 
be In accord on tills point, but as an 
individual view the paper read by Dr. 
A. N. Bell before the hist International 
Congress on Tuberculosis is worthy of 
attention. 

Dr. Bell maintains that the food Im- 
peratively necessary Is "fat" — and the 
average amount needed by a healthy 
adult is two ounces. He gives some 
very curious examples of the inllucnce 
of abstention or partial abstention from 
fat on the part of races which had be- 
come used to it. In the case of the 
North American Indians their food used 
to be almost exclusively the fat game 
which they hunted and killed In such a 
manner as to retain the blood, and the 
earliest records of consumption among 
them are contemporary with the at- 
tempted methods of civilizing them, re- 
stricting their game supplies and edu- 
cating them up to an excess of farin- 
aceous food. Education also, we may 
point out, induced them to wear clothes 
and live in houses, and these are causes 
which also might have predisposed 
them to tuberculosis. 

Again, says Dr. Bell, consider the 
case of the aborigines of New Zealand. 
Till fifty years ago they were cannibals, 
eating their captives in war, and con- 
suming besides an enormous quantity 
of fat pork. Dogs also composed part 
of their dietary. They were remark- 
able for their physical development and 
exemption from tubercular diseases. 
But soon after the introduction of . the 
potato as a staple food, at about the 
time mentioned, tuberculous diseases 
set in among them and have attained a 
degree of prevalence even greater than 
among the people of Ireland, where the 
staple food Is of the same kind. We 
think, however, that in the case of tu- 
berculosis among the New Zealanders, 
as among the North American Indians, 
It is contact with a new bacillus to 
which they were not immune — and per- 
haps also contact with alcohol — that 
may have worked the mischief.

AMERICA REVISITED. 

Mr. Brycc, writing In the New York Out- 
look, nays: "That which most strikes the 
visitor to Amerln today Is Its prodigious 
material development. Industrial growth, 
\ swift thirty or forty years ago, advances 
more swiftly now. The rural districts are 
being studded with villages, the villages 
are growing Into cities, the cities are 
stretching out long arms of suburbs which 
follow the lines of road and railway In 
every direction. The Increase of wealth, 
even more remarkable than the increase of 
population. Impresses a European more 
deeply now than ever before, because the 
contrast with Europe Is greater. In Ameri- 
ca every class seems rich compared with 
the corresponding clues In the Old World 
The huge fortunes, the fortunes of those 
whose Income reaches or exceeds a million 
dollars a year, are of course for more 
numerous than In any other country. But 
the absence of pauperism is still mor" re- 
markable. In 1S70 I carefully x examined 
the poor-law system of two great Eastern 
cities, and found that, although there were 
very few persons needing or receiving sup- 
port at the public expense, the number was 
expected to grow steadily and quickly as 
the cities grew. Today I am told that In 
these cities pauperism, though, of course, 
absolutely larger, Increases more slowly 
than population. Life has for a long time 
been comfortable and easy for the working 
man and the clerk or shopman, as com- 
pared with life for the like class In Eur- 
ope. But for the classes standing next 
above the laborers in point of Income lire 
was In 1870 hi general plain and simple, 
simpler than the life led by the richer 
class In England or Franco. Luxury was 
then confined to n very few. Simplicity Is 
not so common today. The Incomes of 
those who correspond to the so-called 'up- 
per middle class' of Europe are much larger 
than such persons enjoy In Europe, and 
they I've on a more lavish scale. Tho 
'easier life,' however, does not mean that 
life Is taken enslly. It consists In having 
and spending more money, not In doing 
less work. On the contrary, the stress and 
rush of life seems greater today In Ameri- 
ca than It ever was .before. Everybody, 
from the workman to the millionaire, has 
a larger head of steam on than his father 
had."

Champions Unfortunate Litigant — 
The Yukon cause eelebrc of Morgan vs. 
the British Yukon Co. has developed a 
new aspect, owing to the allowance of 
the appeal taken by the defendant cor- 
poration from the jury verdict granting 
damages to the plaintiff in tho sum of 
$12,000. It will be remembered that 
Morgan received serious injury through 
the breaking of a capstan on one of the 
vessels of the defendant company, upon 
which he was employed, .and alleged de- 
lay in providing proper surgical attend- 
ance.

SEATTLE'S CRIMPS, 

Preacher of Sound Port Tells of Prac- 
tice of Shanghaiing Seamen. 

, In a sermon on Sunday last. Dr. Mat- 
thews of the First Presbyterian church 
in Seattle severely criticized the prac- 
tices of Seattle crimps in shanghaiing 
seamen. The Seattle Star says: "In his 
sermon the divine vigorously attacked 
tho sailors' boarding houses in Seattle, 

the jack tars and then shanghaiing them 
at $00 per head. After the sermon two 
seamen asked a word in private with 
Dr. Matthews in his study. There they 
told him that he had spoken the truth hi 
his sermon. 'You didn't tell half of it, 
doctor,' said one. 'I've been through the 
mill. I was drugged and robbed of all 
my money in one of those dens, and then 
shanghaied.' 'Something should be dono 
to stop this horrible practice,' said Dr. 
Matthews to the .Star. "It's a pretty bad 
condition that confronts us in these mod- 
ern times that in such a city as Seattle 
sailors are drugged, robbed and shipped 
against their will." 

An extract from the sermon published 
by the Star follows: "Your bloodsuck- 
ing sharps dope and sell to shipmasters 
nt $50 per head poor sailors. This un- 
lawful practice is indulged in perhaps 
more in Seattle and Tacoma harbors 
than in any other similar sized harbor in 
the world."

THE NAVY LEAGUE. 

Mr. C. E. Redfern the New President — 
Honoring Memory of Naval Hero. 

• The recently appointed committee of 
the Victoria-Bsn.uimalt branch of the 
league held its first monthly meeting at 
the secretary's office, MS Douglas street, 
yesterday afternoon, when there were 
present A. I?. Fraser. Sr., C. E. Hed- 
fern, dipt. Clarke. A. F. AVelby-Solo- 
mon. Col. Wolfenden, I. S. O., J. K. 
diebbeck. S. A. Roberts, James Thom- 
son, F. \j. Xeale, ('apt. ,T. Gaudin and 
Joseph Peirson. The meeting was call- 
ed to order by the retiring president, 
Mr. A. 15. Fraser, Sr., when after the 
minutes of the previous meeting had 
been rend and confirmed. Mr. C. E. Hed- 
fern was unanimously elected president 
for the ensuing year and the following

Lordship Bishop Perriu, Capt. E. Bark- 
ley, II. X., Capt. J. Devereux, A. 15. 
Fraser, Sr.. James Thomson, Charles 
Hnyward, Capt. C. E. Clark. R. Stuart, 
Richard Hall, M. P. P., and Capt. J. 
Oaudin. 

Sundry communications having been 
read and ordered filed, the secretary re- 
ported having conferred with the Pre- 
mier relative to the agent-general in 
London (Hon. J. H. Turner) being asked 
to represent the branch of the Navy 
League in the special celebrations to be 
■held in London on Oct. 21 next, being 
the occasion of the centenary of the bat- 
tle of Trafalgar. The Premier expressed 
himself as fully in sympathy with the 
matter and arrangements will therefore 
be made. 

The question of a befitting commemor- 
ation of this, what has been called "Nel- 
son's year," will be the subject of ar- 
rangements by a special committee of 
the League appointed for the purpose, 
and in all probability the schools and 
public generally in Victoria will bo called 
upon in some way to do honor to Ilri- 
tain's naval hero. There are some who 
believe that without the indomitable 
courage and devotion of Nelson, the Bri- 
tish Empire could hardly have had an 
existence today. 

After discussion of other matters of 
minor importance the meeting adjourned. 



A TOURIST SUGGESTION. 

Urged that Victoria, Vancouver and 
Westminster Associations Combine. 

The Vancouver News-Advertiser in 
its issue of Tuesday makes the import- 
ant suggestion that in view of the ex- 
ceptional circumstances which will ob- 
tain at the Coast this year owing to the 
simultaneous holding of the Portland 
exposition and the Dominion fair at 
New Westminster, the tourist associa- 
tions of Victoria. Vancouver and New 
Westminster should unite for a special 
effort to attract the maximum number 
of visitors to the Canadian cities this 
season. The article is as follows: 

"The Lewis and Clark exhibition at 
Portland is expected to draw a very 
large number of tourists to the Pacific 
Coast, and it is anticipated — and not 
unreasonably — that many of these visit- 
ors will extend their journey and come 
to British Columbia before turning their 
faces eastward. Seeing that there will 
bo the Dominion exhibition this year at 
New Westminster, it is of more than 
ordinary importance that: nothing prac- 
tical should be left undone to secure the 
realization of the anticipation to which 
we have referred. The tourist associa- 
tions in the different Coast cities in the 
province are taking steps to attract 
visitors to British Columbia. It seems 
to us that it would tend to economize 
effort, and make it at the same time 
more efficient, if the Vancouver, Vic- 
toria and New Westminster associations 
were to co-opernte closely in regard to 
this matter and make a strong and 
united effort, instead of having three 
separate and necessarily weaker organ- 
izations fur the purpose. There is no 
clashing or conflict of interests between 
the-., three towns in regard to tourist 
travel, and it certainly seems to us that 
oombiued action is the method which 
should be followed in order to obtain 
thi' best results. Indeed, apart alto- 
gether from the exceptional circum- 
stances caused bv tin' exhibition fit Port- 
land, ami the elTii-t it is likely to have 
in inducing travel to this Coast, it 
would EPem that the closer and more 
intimate the relations between the differ- 
ent associations, the greater and more 
satisfactory will be the resulis obtained. 
It docs not require much consideration 
to see what great" economies could be 
made in inatny directions by such an ar- 
rangement ami the greater effect that 
could at the same time he got by con- 
centration and by the larger funds that 
would be available for any particular 
purpose." 



On "Riley's Reef" — During the recent 
blow one of the yachts moored near the 
Causeway broke ' adrift from her moor- 
ings and stranded 011 "Riley's Reef." 
No damage was done. As the reader 
may not find Riley's Reef in the hydro-

Cape Town, May G. — The scandalous 
state of prisons In the Transvaal is now 
paralleled by that of the prisons of 
Cape Colony. Prisoners complain that 
they are herded with Kalllrs In a yard 
during the duy and compelled to sleep 
In verminous cells at night The hu- 
miliations and degradations of the pris- 
oners in the different prisons are said 
by those who have escaped or who have 
been released to beggar description. 
One of the prisoners, a veteran soldier, 
complains that his companion at one 
time was a lunatic who tore off his 
clothes and whose words and actions 
were too lllthy to explain. In another 
Instance the soldiers were compelled 
to swelter for days in rooms which reg- 
istered a temperature of 110 degrees, 
the only ventilation allowed coming 
through a few holes about the size of 
peas. At Victoria West, according to 
others in a general way, conditions are 
even worse. Prisoners are herded with 
natives and sleep on cement floors.

Preparations for the Great Feature of 
tho Celebration. 

Grenl preparations aro being made by 
rue local regl ill for the military exhibi- 
tion during the celebration. The officers' 
und sergeants' messes have both derided to 
entertain their comrades from tin- Main 
laud, and a good time -is looked forward to 
by all. Colonel Hull, who was seen hy a 
I'olonlst representative lust evening, states 
that final arrangements have not yet been 
completed, as In- linn not heard definitely 
from Colonel White 'if tin- Si.vth Regiment. 
A full turnout Is expected from the Main 
iiiiul tu take part in tin- manoeuvres, 
which will consist nt' eight companies, with 
a strength og 40 each, 27 office™, with a 
hand of -ii and u bugle bund of the same 
strength. In connection with the military 

pari of tin lebrntlon Colonel Hall has 

suggested Hint I he two regiments should 
parade at the drill hull nt about !i a. tu.. 
where they will receive their blank am- 
munition; they will then march through 
the principal streets of the city and arrive 
at Beacon Hill at about 10:30. They will 
take possession of the grounds In front of 
the college, where they will go through 
several movements, and quite possibly have 
a march past. After this the Mainland regi- 
ment will take up a position near the bear 
pits, nnd will endeavor to take possession 
of the Hill, which has lu the meantime 
been occupied by tbe Fifth Regiment. The 
defenders will send out one company as 
scouts, which will be driven back and two 
more companies will be sent to reinforce 
tbem. Three or four companies of the re- 
serve force will be moved down the hill 
towards the deer enclosure, nnd will make 
a think movement on the assailing force, 
which will have by this time advanced a 
considerable distance up the hill.

NEW YORK STOCKS. 

New York, May 10.— rrlces reversed the 
movement of yesterday and sagged on n 
heavy market, The only significance which 
can he attached to the movement was 
the almost total abstention from the deal- 
ings of any real holders of stockB or of 
nuy real eeekers for stocks. Liquidation 
seems to be completed, and the supply of 
stocks in the market is exceedingly small. 
Therefore when the trading element takes 
the long side, it is necessary 'to carry the 
movement. 'On the other hand, any effort 
to market stocks, even to a meagre de- 
gree, finds practically no demand, nnd 
prices consequently run off easily. The 
initiative came from London again, where 
the outcome of the settlement is awaited 
with some renewed apprehension, which 
wns shown by the renewal of light liquida- 
tion of American securities. In the current 
discussion about the stock exchange most 
stress was laid on the revived discussion by 
President Iloosevelt and Secretary of War 
Taft of the railroad rate regulation menfi- 
nres. Indicating the unchanged importance 
attached to the question by the administra- 
tion. An Impression had been but't up 
among exchange operators Unit 'the course 
of the hearing on this subject by the com- 
mittee of the United .States senate had 
served to lessen the probability of its be- 
ing .pushed as an Issue with the aggressive- 
ness Indicated at the time. The adminis- 
tration served to shake the assurance felt 
ou th's point. 

The special show of strength in smelt- 
ing wns due to reports of the financial re- 
sults accomplished in connection with the 
organization of its new subsidiary com- 
pany. A few other metals showed sym- 
pathy. Heading wns helped by the reports 
of the anthracite trade. There were some 
recoveries from the extreme decline, but 
the closing wns easy. 

Bonds were Irregular; total sales par 
value, .$1,875,000. United States bonds were 
nil unchanged on call.

There were two liners in port yester- 
day, the tine Union rrteamship Com- 
pany's steamer Manuka from Australia, 
ami the Boston Steamship Company's 
big; liner Shawmut from Manila find 
way ports. The Manuka brought 3fJ'J 
passengers, the largest complement 
brought to this port by any of the liners 
on the "All-Red route." The passengers 
included 81 Dowleites, members of 
"the Christian Church In Zlon," bound 
to Zlon City, the Home of the Oowiolte, 
where lives Elijah II., as Alexander 
Dowle, head of the sect, now calls him- 
self. Among them was one blind man 
and several lame persons. Some were 
wealthy, but the majority had scant 
funds. Heading the contingent was 
Deacon Carey, manager of a bank at 
ClifCton Hill, near Melbourne, who 
brought all his household, wife, children 
and servants, ten In all. He is the son. 
of a Methodist clergyman, in a denun- 
ciation of the Methodist church lately 
he charged the church with being hand 
in hand with Freemasonry, and said: 
"A man who professes to be a minister 
of the Lord Jesus Christ has no right 
to affiliate with an organization which 
In its worship and ritual cuts out the 
name of Jesus Christ. Zion has de- 
clared war against Freemasonry, be- 
cause of its false nnd abominable prac- 
tices; and I left the Methodist church 
because that church Is becoming more 
and more connected with Freemasonry. 
A man may be a member and an offi- 
cer of the Methodist church and at the 
same time attend dances, go to the- 
atres, drink whiskey and smoke — and 
here are more reasons why I left the 
church." As to Ills reasons for going 
to Zion City Deacon Carey stated that 
the "only way tlie Restoration work can 
be carried to every place on the earth 
Is by gettlngr communities together and 
building up cities where everything evil 
to man Is disallowed .and men and wo- 
men are taught to live right and do 
right." He believed that that work was 
extending, and would extend until it 
covered the earth. 

On the same steamer came the dele- 
gates from the Methodist church In 
Australia and New Zealand to the ap- 
proaching Wesleyan conference to be 
held hi England, when ttie Held Bible 
of John Wesley and his keys will be 
solemnly handed over from the retiring 
president to the Incoming incumbent 
of that office. Rev. Dr. Fitchett. L. L. 
D., editor of the Australian magazine 
"Life," and formerly editor of the Aus- 
tralian edition of the Review of Re- 
views and author of many books, in- 
cluding "Deeds Which Won the Em- 
pire," came to represent the Common- 
wealth of Australia, and Rev. John 
Dukes, a prominent minister of the do- 
mains ruled by "King Dick," came to 
represent Xew Zealand. 

Rev, Dr. Fitchett, In conversation 
with a Colonist reporter on arrival, said 
the Labor party was now in full con- 
trol in Australia and the tendency was 
to force Socialism upon the Common- 
wealth. The latest move was to seek 
to foist a bush capital upon the coun- 
try. The Socialistic faction of the 
Labor party is seeking to enforce the 
adoption of a communistic programme 
tending to do away with land owner- 
ship, payment of rents, etc. Mr. Reld 
has made overtures, however, to Mr. 
Deakln for the formation of an antl- 
Soclalistlc party. 

Another passenger was Mr. Q. H. 
Brown, of this city, who has been on 
a business trip to Honolulu. G. F. 
Davis, wife ami two children and two 
maids were other passengers from 
Honolulu. Mr. Davis, who is the son 
of Theo. II. Davis, head of one of the 
most prominent businesses in the 
islands and agent of the Canadian-
